Sec. 901. RCW 66.16.010 and 2003 1st sp.s. ¢ 25 s 928 are each
anmended to read as foll ows:

(1) There shall be established at such places throughout the state
as the liquor control board, constituted under this title, shall deem
advi sabl e, stores to be known as "state liquor stores,” for the sale of
l[iquor in accordance with the provisions of this title and the
regul ations: PROVIDED, That the prices of all liquor shall be fixed by
the board fromtine to tinme so that the net annual revenue received by
the board therefromshall not exceed thirty-five percent. Effective no
| ater than Septenber 1, 2003, the liquor control board shall add an
equi val ent surcharge of $0.42 per liter on all retail sales of spirits,
excluding licensee, mlitary, and tribal sales. The intent of this
surcharge is to raise (($34,000,000—+in—-additienal)) revenue for the

general fund-state ((revende)) for the 2003-2005 biennium ((Fo—the

2005-))

(2) The liquor control board may, from tinme to tinme, fix the
special price at which pure ethyl alcohol may be sold to physicians and
dentists and institutions regularly conducted as hospitals, for use or
consunption only in such hospitals; and may also fix the special price
at which pure ethyl alcohol may be sold to schools, colleges and
universities within the state for wuse for scientific purposes.
Regul arly conducted hospitals may have right to purchase pure ethyl
al cohol on a federal permt.

(3) The liquor control board may also fix the special price at
which pure ethyl alcohol may be sold to any departnent, branch or
institution of the state of Washington, federal governnment, or to any
person engaged in a manufacturing or industrial business or in
scientific pursuits requiring al cohol for use therein.

(4) The liquor control board may also fix a special price at which
pure ethyl alcohol may be sold to any private individual, and shal
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make regul ati ons governing such sale of alcohol to private individuals
as shall pronote, as nearly as may be, the mninum purchase of such
al cohol by such persons.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 902. If any provision of this act or its
application to any person or circunstance is held invalid, the
remai nder of the act or the application of the provision to other
persons or circunstances is not affected.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 903. This act is necessary for the immedi ate
preservation of the public peace, health, or safety, or support of the
state governnent and its existing public institutions, and takes effect
i mredi atel y.
